DOWN IN THE TUBE

PUSHER ALTERCATION 

Our team of subway platform pushers, 
who work on the platforms to keep people 
moving on and off the trains during 
the summertime, are easily identified by 
their red Hamptons Subway helmets, boxing 
gloves and chest protectors. Their job is to 
gently push hesitating riders to where they 
have to go. Last Tuesday at 5 p.m., two pushers, 
who will remain nameless, got into a fight 
with each other over who was_ pushing 
who. Both are in Southampton Hospital 
recovering from superficial injuries. 


Commissioner Aspinall visited them: But 
only once. They have been fired. And never 
fear, our interns working without pay can’t sue 
anybody. They sign a contract to that effect. 
Hope they find new jobs more suitable to their 
temperaments soon. 


INFRASTRUCTURE 

As President Trump has promised a multibillion- 
dollar overhaul of bridges, roads and other 
infrastructure in the upcoming years, Hamptons 
Subway has sent off a laundry list of repairs 
needed on our facilities. Particularly bad is the 
big underground bump as the train winds its 
way under Trout Pond in Noyac. The subway 
has not been renovated, painted or properly 
cleaned since it was built in 1927. 


FLAGMEN 

Hamptons Subway is the only subway line in the 
U.S. that still uses flagmen to signal the motormen 
to stop, go slow or proceed. The flagmen have to 
constantly wave one of the flags at the oncoming 
trains—green, orange and red. Psychological 
studies have been done about the emotional 
state of our flagmen, and there was a famous 


paper on the subject published in Motormen 
News in 1981. For that reason, our motormen 
work four-hour shifts and are encouraged 
to enjoy cocktails, beer and shots during 
their break, which comes 15 minutes after the 
second hour. 

In the late 1980s, the motormen were replaced 
for a time by the computerized light systems 
other subway systems had begun to use, but 
after three years and seventeen crashes, the 
computers were abandoned. It was found they 
often did not issue the orange or red warning 
lights in time to stop the trains. Computers 
were in their infancy then. After a computer 
fire in that third year, the computers were 
abandoned and the motormen, who had been 
on strike in the interval, got their jobs back. 
Also, the Commissioner ordered, and got, a 
whole new set of subway trains to restore the 
depleted rolling stock. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

This July marks the 10th year of my stewardship 
of Hamptons Subway. As voting for this office 
takes place every year, I’ve spent a lot of those 
10 years campaigning for the job, standing 
by the turnstiles smiling and shaking hands. 
Still, ’ve managed to slow the speed of the 
declining competence left to me by the previous 
administration. Although there is still a lot of 
work to do, I am proud of having done that. 
I urge you to vote for me again this July so 
that during the next year I am able to slow 
this decline even further and perhaps even 
get the ship fully steadied enough to order 
some needed improvements, at least into the 


planning stage. g&

LEMONS FROM LEMONADE 

The Hamptons Police announced this week that 
they have busted a local child labor syndicate 
that had been using boys and girls aged 10 and 
under to run lemonade stands. According to 
Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch, the 
syndicate had established an elaborate criminal 
enterprise that employed dozens of young 
children. “It’s horrifying to contemplate it, but 
these guys were operating under the guise 
of a day camp,” explained Hirsch at a Friday 
afternoon press briefing. “Parents actually paid 
to send their children to something called 
Camp Lemonade. But they didn’t go to anything 


like camp—not like any camp I’ve ever heard 
of.” As Hirsch described it, instead of children 
arriving at a bucolic location to engage in 
fun and educational activities in a welcoming 
environment, young charges went to shabby 
lemonade stands across the South Fork, where 
the children were pressed into service making 
lemonade and selling it to thirsty passersby. 
“The children were not paid for their work, 
as far as we know,” said Hirsch. At the end of 
each workday, the children were given small 
crafts clumsily made out of Popsicle sticks and 
instructed to tell their parents that they had 
produced these crafts themselves. “It was a 
pretty sweet racket while it lasted,” said Hirsch. 
“They were collecting money from the parents, 
who were paying $300 per week per child for 
their little ones to go to Camp Lemonade. Then 
they were reaping the profits from the lemonade 
stands, with zero costs for labor. Pretty slick!” 
The police were tipped off about the scheme 
when a parent became suspicious after her 
five-year-old suddenly showed remarkable 
skill in squeezing lemons and making delicious 
lemonade. The police have arrested seven 


suspects in connection with the case, and more 
arrests are possible. 


LORD LOVE A DUCK 

In a second incident involving children put 
at risk, emergency response officials are 
crediting a Sag Harbor duck with helping 
to locate a missing child. The child was 
visiting Sag Harbor on Thursday with his 
parents, who lost track of him and called police 
after being unable to locate him for 45 minutes. 
“It turns out the kid had somehow crawled 
into a storm drain on Bay Street,” said Harold 
Enten, a search-and-rescue volunteer. “One 
of our team was searching that area, and 
he noticed a duck waddling around the storm 
drain grating in some kind of distress. So 
he approached the drain, and sure enough, 
the child was down there.” The duck was 
photographed and will receive a_ special 
commendation from the governor at a ceremony 
in the fall. @&

It’s Only a Problem if the House Torn Down Is Yours

here’s a certain comfort I find driving up 
@ and down the Montauk Highway from East 
Hampton to Bridgehampton and every day 
passing the first house I ever owned. I have so 
many good memories of that house, and when 
I drive by, the memories flood back. There 
was the time that I converted the garage into 
a studio for my wife, the photographer, for her 


_ birthday. There was the time | went up into 


the attic crawl space and found souvenirs from 
the First World War brought home by an army 
veteran. My first child was born while I lived 
there. I recall going to the John Drew Theater 
and, after a summer stock performance of How 
to Succeed in Business Without Really Trying, 
inviting the whole cast and crew over for a big 
afterparty. All these memories and more come 
to mind when I drive by this house. It fronts on 


_the Highway. I must go by it 300 times a year. 


It’s been nearly half a century since I owned it. 


Yesterday, I looked over at it and all | saw was 
the raw land, a rectangle 77 feet by 350 feet, 
now as empty as farmland. Not a bush or tree 
remained. A backhoe was there. Earlier in the 
day, it had plowed up the earth. The property 
was getting ready for whatever would happen 
next. My house was gone. 


HOUSE HISTORY 

When Woodrow Wilson agreed to send 
an American army to France to stand up to 
the Kaiser, a huge number of young American 
men volunteered to go. Here on Long Island, 
they were trained at an Army base in Yaphank 
called Camp Upton. Then they were gone. 
A year and a half later, they returned to the 
States, victorious. Since there was no war 
anymore, Camp Upton shut down. And in a 
sort of shout-out to the veterans, the Army 
offered up one barracks building to every 
veteran who could show up with a dollar and 
agree to have it towed off. 


I learned this from a Mrs. Collins, who, when 
I] moved into the house, owned what was then 
the North Main Street IGA with her sisters and 
lived in the big colonial house next door with 
her family. She’d brought me some cookies as a 
housewarming gift. She said the house had been 
towed by mules from Camp Upton in 1919. She’d 
seen it herself. 

A Lieutenant James J. Keeler had done it. | 
found that out when | went up through a trap 
door into the attic. He was quite a dancer, and 
up there I found three solid silver trophies 
he had won for the Charleston First Prize in 
1921 and 1922, and then Second Prize Waltz 
1921 at Roseland in New York City. (I still have 
two of them.) Also up there I found a towel 
with crossed American and French flags on it 
beneath the words Vive les Americains! Also 
up there I found an artillery shell about the 
size of an umbrella stand. It was made of brass, 
and someone had hammered one side of it into 
the shape of a flower. (Continued on next page)

Also up there I found some old 78 RPM shellac 
records. Three of them were recordings of 
songs praising Charles Lindbergh—“what a 
flying fool was he, flew o’er the ocean to live 
in history.” These would have been from 1927. 
Nobody had ever cleaned out that attic. 

A First World War army barracks measures 
exactly 20 feet wide by 40 feet long. It is one 
story high, has a crawl space of an attic, has no 
central heating, and, by the time | got this one in 
1968, it had one bathroom and three bedrooms 
andalsoadiningroom, akitchen,abreakfastroom 
and a living room—all very teeny tiny rooms, 
except for the living room, which was the full 
20 feet wide, 10 feet deep and on the highway 
side. Everything sat on cedar posts. Meanwhile, 
cars would roar by 50 yards away. 

Should | tell you that I paid $9,250 for this 
house? Back then, the value of a house was 
10 times what it could be rented for. This 
800-square-foot house would rent for about 
$90 a month. This was just about the time that 
the phrase “South of the Highway” came into 
use. Yes, this house was “South of the Highway.” 

My wife and I threw a number of big parties 
for our friends during the five years we lived 
there. The first was a covered dish, loud music, 
house-painting party that lasted from dawn to 
dusk. The cedar shingles became beige. The 
trim around the windows, white. I recall Mrs. 
Collins coming over to tell us to turn the music 
down but ending up joining the party. 

The cast of How to Succeed in Business 
Without Really Trying did the theme song dance 


number in our living room, stomping around to 
the music. After that party ended at about 1 a.m.,| 
walked around cleaning up paper cups and 
plates—no catering company then—and 
discovered that the floor in the center of the 
living room sprang up and down as | walked 
upon it. Something underneath had given 
way. Outside, I wriggled through the dirt 
under the house and learned it was a cedar 
post under the very center of the living 
room that was the cause of the problem. The 
dancers, stomping in unison from above, had 
hammered this cedar post down with the long 
wooden 2 x 20 floor beam resting upon it. There 
was now a half-inch space between the top 
of the post and the floor beam. So it bounced 
when you walked in the living room. I solved 
this problem by sliding back under the house 
with an axe head that I hammered into that 
space with a sledgehammer. 

I wish I could tell you that five years later | 
sold the house for $250,000, but the house only 
fetched one tenth of that. Still, from $9,250 to 
$24,000 in five years made a handsome profit. 

In the years that followed I watched as the 
price this house sold for went up and up. Ten 
years later, it sold for $250,000 and that axe 
head was still under there. | knew that because 
I looked. I couldn’t imagine the price could 
have risen so high, but of course, that was only 
the beginning. This most recent sale—with the 
house as a teardown—was for $1.6 million. 

I drove onto where the short driveway used 
to be yesterday when I saw that all was gone. 


-] parked next to a van belonging to the Soshi 


Building Company. I presume some new glass- 
and-concrete architectural masterpiece has 
now been approved for that site, probably with 
four bedrooms, five baths, a gym, a media room 
and, overlooking an infinity pool, a waterfall. 

I got out and looked around. Lo and behold, 
there was a building standing from my time 
there. It was the garage I'd turned into a studio. 
I peeked in. It had been much improved, with 
a skylight and cathedral ceiling. | suspect the 
garage was spared because one whole side of 
it—this is a 20 x 15 garage—runs right smack 
along the property line between my property 
and Mrs. Collins’ house. So it’s grandfathered 
in. No setback needed. A free perk from the past 
if you leave it standing. I looked for Mrs. Collins’ 
house. What a shock. That was torn down, too. 
You learn something every day. 

I prospered running the newspaper soon 
after buying the house. And as there were 
now two little kids, | came to appreciate the 
dangers involved in being so close to the 
road. As a result, | bought a magnificent three- 
story, six-bedroom house on Lumber Lane in 
Bridgehampton for $70,000, which, at the time, 
real estate agents told me was the most ever 
paid for a house in that Bridgehampton. 

That big house, a 4,000-square-foot structure, 
was built about the same time as the rickety 
barracks building from Camp Upton that Id 
owned just before. There are lots of stories 
from my time in Bridgehampton, but that’s for 
another time.

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The Sign 


Whatever It Takes, Sag Harbor Will Have Its Neon.

J t didn’t matter that the sign had nothing to 
do with Sag Harbor’s history as a unique 
whaling town. It didn’t matter that the sign 
didn’t say “Theatre” after it. It didn’t matter that 
the size of it was much too large to be allowed 
under current zoning laws. It didn’t matter that 
neon is illegal and anti-environmental. It didn’t 
matter that the movie theater inside sometimes 
_ smelled bad. It was just the symbol of the town. 
And the town embraced it as such, as a historic 
‘icon of what Sag Harbor was, even though it 
was put up in the Great Depression, intended 
back then as something garish, something way 
out of proportion and something that just might 
bring in more customers to watch a movie. 
Who know what the townspeople thought of 
it back then. Well, there was no zoning. There 


wasn’t much anybody could do. By the 1980s, 


as the leaders got together to decide to defend 
Sag Harbor from chain stores, pop-ups and 
chic shops, the sign became the symbol of the 
community’s success. The mechanical horse 
in front of the 5 and 10, activated by quarters, 
remained. The Customs House _ remained. 


The Whaling & Historical Museum remained. 
And everybody in Sag Harbor knew everybody 
else. Until they didn’t. 

Thirteen years ago, Brenda Siemer, the wife 


of actor Roy Scheider, came out of her yoga ~ 


class across Main Street from the movie theater 
and saw a workman from Sayville, according to 
the sign on the side of his truck, standing on 
a ladder and putting up small plastic letters 
that said SAG HARBOR where the huge neon 
sign had once been. While Brenda was in her 
yoga class, this workman had already removed 
each of the nine giant neon letters of the neon 
sign. Each letter was now leaning against the 
building on the sidewalk alongside his truck. 
He was completing his task. Up were going the 
plastic letters. Brenda had never seen the white 
concrete wall bereft of the neon SAG HARBOR. 
It was not a happy sight. 

“Stop,” she shouted as she ran across the 
street. The workman ignored her. She shouted 
at him again, and he continued to ignore her. He 
was putting up the letter H. 

Brenda ran into the store next to the movie 
theater. She ran into the stationery store. She 
ran into the grocery store, the liquor store, 


the pharmacy, the Paradise bar. Like Paul 
Revere, she rousted up not only the owners 
and employees of these establishments, but 
also the customers, and also the mayor. Soon 
there were 50 people, then a hundred, then 
200, crowding around the man on the ladder 
alongside his pickup truck. He stopped what he 
was doing. 

“Take those letters down,” someone shouted. 
“Put up the old neon letters again.” 

The workman hesitated. Then he tried to 
argue with the crowd. He was only doing his 
job. He was almost done. Now the crowd was 
angry. He would have to stop. Put the old neon 
letters back up. 

The workman was surrounded, trapped. He 
caved. And in the end, he took all the plastic 
letters down and threw them in the back of the 
truck and then drove off, back to Sayville, to tell 
the boss what had happened. 

The crowd looked at the neon. The workman 
was told it was all rusted out. Too dangerous to 
put back up. And they could see that. But they 
wanted them up nevertheless. What to do? 

“I’ve got a shed where I could keep them,” 
someone shouted. (Continued on next page)

Someone else shouted, “I can get a truck. I'll be 
right back.” 

And so it was that for more than one entire 
year, between 2004 and 2005, there was no 
SAG HARBOR sign on that white concrete wall. 
The owner of the theater filed a grand larceny 
complaint demanding “his property” back. 
Eventually, he backed down and a fundraiser 
was held, consisting of an auction. Under a 
tent on Long Wharf, the old rusty sign was 
auctioned off—Christie Brinkley and Peter Cook 
bought the SAG part—to raise money to pay 
for the construction of a new neon sign exactly 
like the old, but brand new instead of rusty. It 
was done and the neon was back, but just until 
last winter when, in a horrible fire, firemen

the building that housed the entrance, the 
ticket office, the lobby, the bathrooms and 
the concession stand of the Sag Harbor movie 


theater, and, later, workmen knocked down the 


facade and unbolted the new letters and got 
them off to safety. 

Gerry Mallow, the owner of the movie theater 
then and now, had, even before the fire, offered 
up this movie theater building for sale for 
$12 million, which is about what it was worth 
as a piece of commercial real estate in this 
town. He hoped to sell it to someone who would 
keep the movie theater going. But if not, he’d- 
sell it anyway. 

Two months ago, Mallow went to contract 
to sell the burned-out theater for $8 million 
to a private nonprofit enterprise committed 
to saving the theater. The funding for the 
nonprofit, the Sag Harbor Partnership, had 
not been finalized when the papers were 
signed, though they had a promise for a 
$1 million donation from an anonymous donor. 
They’d need some time to raise the full funds. 

Sag Harbor Partnership is receiving gifts 
of tax-deductible money to rasie a total of 
$6 million before July 1. If they can achieve that 
goal, they continue on toward $8 million due by 
December 31. If the money doesn’t appear, the 
deal is null and void. 

The officers of the nonprofit believe they 
can make these deadlines, and a vigorous 
campaign is underway to raise the money. The 
old 480-seat theater will become two theaters 
with state-of-the-art equipment. There will be 
a third 30-seat screening room upstairs that 
can also be a lecture hall. There will be a café. 
And, of course, the sign, squirreled safely away, 
will be put back up exactly where it was as the 
capstone to this project. 

The money is coming in. Last month it 
was announced that singer Billy Joel, who 
lives part-time in Sag Harbor, had given 
$500,000. The Partnership confirmed that the 
Cinema Popcorn Stand will be named in his 
honor of his generous gift. Others making 
major donations are director Martin Scorcese 
and film producer Harvey Weinstein. Join in.

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Who's the Perp Who Shot Larry Rivers’ “Legs” in the Butt?

66 Legs,” the 16-foot tall sculpture of a 
~ woman’s legs made by Larry Rivers that 
has stood on the lawn of the private home in 
Sag Harbor of two art gallery owners for almost 
10 years, has been vandalized. The police are 
investigating and the perps have not been found. 
From a photo of the famous legs, however, | 
think I know what happened. So the police can 
save the cost of the investigation. 

It’s red paint on the glossy white legs, and | 
think from where it’s hit—where the butt would 
be, 16-feet up, if it had one (it has an abstraction 
for a butt)—and from the shape of the splat of 
the red paint up there, I’d say it was a drive-by. 

Madison Street, which passes in front of the 
house where the sculture stands, is 20 feet 
down the street from the sculpture. The red 
paint might have been thrown or brushed, 
but it looks to me more like a paintball splat. 
If that is correct, then it’s also true that two 
shots were fired. One hit the back of the 
upper thigh. The other hit the butt, fair and 
square on the abstraction. It’s pretty good 
shooting, but not marksman. That about sums 
it up, in my opinion. 

Some neighbors have vehemently objected 


to this sculpture since it was put up in 2008, 
and the Village building inspector responded to 
the complaints. He gave it a citation and then 
another citation and another. Years passed. 
The matter went to court. The citations ceased. 
The owners of the sculpture, Ruth Vered and 


Janet Lehr, who said “Legs” is an art piece, lost . 


that court battle, so they appealed. 
The wheels of justice turned. They 
lost again. In 2015, Sag Harbor 
issued an order that the sculpture 
be removed. It was not removed. 
More time passed. According to the 
citations, the sculpture is 16-feet 
high, but the maximum is 15 feet for 
accessory structures, which is what 
a state supreme court justice said 
it was in 2015. It’s too close to the 
property line, so it violates zoning 
setbacks, the village says. 

In a related case, a month ago, the 
building inspector issued a summons to a new 
convenience store and gas station on Hampton 
Road in Sag Harbor, that their 60-foot flagpole 
was too high. Patriotism has its limits. Mute 
the hoopla. And the general public, through 
Twitter, etc., learned of this and wondered why 


More citations were issued to the owners 
of Larry’s “Legs.” But building inspector Tom 
Preito explained it so anyone could see it was 
just coincidence. “It was decided that enough 
time has passed for them to have taken the legs 
down,” said Preito—who at this point could be 
a new building inspector replacing one who 
retired who replaced an earlier one, 
as so much time has gone by—to 
the Southampton Press. 

Time marches on. Larry’s “Legs” 
are in mid-stride and appear to be 
| going somewhere, but have not. 
'=Up above and across town, the 
American flag flutters illegally.

A hundred summers after it was built, Lasata 
Sits basking in the East Hampton sunshine. 


The dignified old mansion, designed by architect 
Arthur C. Jackson, was restored by its current 
owners when they purchased it 10 years ago, 
along with its guest house, pool house and garage. 


They have respected the house’s original Arts and Crafts style using vintage 
Tiffany lighting and Stickley furniture in the kitchen. The fine old grounds, 
with rolling green lawns and mature trees including linden, London planes, 
cork and American elm trees, are a fitting setting for the house. 


But grand as Lasata is now—home to captains of industry and rented by 
Russian oligarchs—it was finer still in the days when it was the summer 
home of the Bouvier family. The patriarch of the family that produced such 
disparate characters as Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis, Little Edie Beale, and 
Lee Radziwill, was John Vernou Bouvier Jr. (aka “The Major”), a successful 
lawyer who married an heiress. He purchased Lasata—whose name 
allegedly means “place of peace” in Algonquin—in 1925. 


East Hampton in the Bouvier days (1925-1948) was different from the 
posh vacation spot it is today. It was a quiet, quaint summer town of stately 
mansions, magnificent elm trees, potato fields, old windmills, village greens, 
town ponds and saltbox houses. Lasata back then spread over 14 acres. Out 
back was a cornfield; an orchard of apple, pear, and peach trees; a large 
vegetable garden; and a large cutting garden full of flowers for the house. 

A long grape arbor then led to the stables, paddock and jumping ring, 
where young Jackie learned to ride and jump. A red clay tennis court was 
surrounded by a blackthorn hedge and a fence covered in trumpet vines. 


The pride of the estate was the formal Italian garden, which won many 


awards. A large sunken area with brick paths and clipped box hedges 


delineated beds of delphiniums, marigolds, zinnias and snapdragons. A 
stone sundial and two statues of French shepherds flanked the gardens, but 
the centerpiece was an old mossy stone fountain covered in yellow roses. 
The fountain spilled into a goldfish pond shaded by willow trees. 


The house, then covered in ivy, was as fine as its surroundings. The 15-room 
house had seven bedrooms, each decorated in a theme: English china, 
chinoiserie, beach pastels, and so on. The dining room, an old gold color, 
contained a Jacobean refectory table, able to seat 20, with another smaller 
table in an alcove for the children. The table was set with gold utensils and 
Limoges plates.

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The living room featured red damask walls, Louis XV gilt mirrors, card tables, 
velour curtains, a grand piano, marble busts, walls of books, and Chippendale- 
style chairs supposedly created by a Bouvier upon his emigration from France. 
The Bouviers lived in a formal style practically unknown to us today, especially 
for asummer house. 


Old Mr. Bouvier was a character. Despite all he’d accomplished and despite 
his wealth and position, he still wasn’t satisfied. He had privately printed a 
monograph called Our Forebears, where he delineated the Bouvier family 
ancestry, which came from the French nobility. The only problem was that he 
made it all up. In fact, “Bouvier” means “cowherd” in French. Our Forebears, 
by the way, contains the deathless line, “The hallmark of aristocracy is 
responsibility.” Indeed. 


SUMMERS AT LASATA 


This haughtiness was shared by the rest of the family. The Major’s son, 

the scoundrel “Black” Jack Bouvier (so called because of his reputation and 
because of his deep, ever-present tan), told his young daughter: “Jackie, you 
never have to worry about keeping up with the Joneses because we are the 
Joneses.” However, he didn’t share his father’s propensity for making money. 
Black Jack drank too much, spent the family fortune on ill-advised investments 
and embarked on affair after affair. 


Jacqueline, her grandparents’ favorite, seers to have regarded Lasata as 

her beloved childhood home, even though her childhood was filled with 
uncertainty and arguments between her parents. (Her mother, Janet, filed for 
divorce when Jackie was 11.) She retreated into her love of animals: her first 
pet was a Scottish terrier named Hoochie. Other pets included a white rabbit, 


a bull terrier, a dachshund and a Dalmatian. Continued on next page

She was first put on a pony at age one and soon the young girl proved to be 
an equestrian prodigy. She rode her favorite horse, Danseuse, in all the East 
Hampton and Southampton events. At 11, in 1940, she competed at the 
National Horse Show Madison Square Garden, representing East Hampton. 
She won two blue ribbons. The New York Times reported, “Jacqueline Bouvier, 
an eleven-year-old equestrienne from East Hampton, Long Island, scored a 
double victory in the horsemanship competition. Miss Bouvier achieved a rare 
distinction. The occasions are few when a young rider wins both contests in the 
same show.” That is true even today. 


Then it all ended. Grandfather Bouvier died in 1948 and his home and 
possessions were sold. No longer pampered in a great house with a retinue 
of servants, Black Jack could barely afford a room at the down-at-heels Sea 
Spray Inn the year after his father’s death. His former wife, Janet, married the 
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very rich Hugh Auchincloss, and Jackie began spending summers at his farm in 
Newport instead of East Hampton. 


And yet, the love for Lasata never left her. When Black Jack died in 1957, after 
years of estrangement from his children, and after Jackie’s storied marriage 
to John F. Kennedy, Jackie insisted on taking over the funeral arrangements. 
Instead of the usual funeral flowers, Jackie decorated St Patrick’s Cathedral 
with sprays of summer flowers in white wicker baskets. She said, “I want 
everything to look like a summer garden, like Lasata in August.”

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Metalsmith James DeMartis 


Man’s dominance over metal—the bending, shaping and forging of 
this seemingly rigid and impenetrable material—was established more 
than 6,000 years ago. And while tools and techniques improve, the 
noble craft remains, at its heart, much as it was when those ancient 
people first brought civilization into a new age. 


Springs metalsmith James DeMartis is keenly aware of this 
antediluvian legacy when he sets his forge ablaze and puts hammer 
to red-hot steel, but he also embraces the future and the now—the 
precise, the machined and the fabricated. It’s an unusual gift and the 
reason he’s sought after for everything from Hollywood period and 
fantasy props to space age kitchen designs in the Hamptons’ finest 
luxury homes. 


“You never know what comes through the door,” DeMartis says, 
explaining that work is never dull at his studio on Springs Fireplace 
Road in East Hampton. 
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“It was fairly immediate, my enjoyment 


of the process and metalworking”

Since opening his own shop there in 2001, DeMartis has earned a 

sterling reputation for his artistry and ability to make just about 

anything a client can imagine.

“My focus as a creative person morphed from purely sculpture to 
sculptural furniture,” DeMartis says, pointing out that he learned to 
make all manner of functional metal objects along the way. 


Born in Brooklyn and raised in Westchester by artistic parents—his 
father was a painter and his mother is a passionate art lover and 
collector—DeMartis first came to the East End after answering an ad 
to work with artist Nova Mihai Popa. “I never heard of the Hamptons 
before,” he says, recalling those early years creating alongside Popa, 
who was just starting to make sculptures at what eventually became 
Nova’s Ark Project in Bridgehampton. 


In college, DeMartis learned to weld, cutting metal with a torch and 
putting pieces together, but he only began working with hot metal 
and a forge in the Hamptons. Following his time with Popa, DeMartis 
spent seven years assisting ironworker John Battle, before eventually 
starting his own operation. 


“It was fairly immediate, my enjoyment of the process and 
metalworking,” DeMartis says, adding, “Art always came naturally... 


but I never thought of it as a career pursuit.”

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The metalworker makes plenty of time for creating sculpture and 

the artistic furniture he’s passionate about, such as his melted 

iron and wood or cast glass “Stalactite” tables, but he also gets 

deep satisfaction from making a wide array of custom pieces and 
commissions. “I like both,” DeMartis says. “I do like the collaborative 
process and working with other people—there’s a challenge to that I 
enjoy. 


Repairs, commissioned projects, and personal designs change with 
great regularity in the shop, DeMartis explains, noting that he could 
have a nineteenth century cannon lined up next to a stainless steel 
mirror, a complicated wrought iron gate, and even some fanciful tool 
or weapon for a character in a film production. “That’s what keeps it 
interesting for me,” he says. 


Rattling off a list of highlights and recent projects, DeMartis 
describes making a laboratory for Prospero’s cave in Julie Taymor’s 
The Tempest, custom stainless steel kitchen cabinets, andirons and 
fireplace accessories, architectural hardware, decorative gates, indoor 
and outdoor railings, custom lighting, and a stove and weapons for 
Darren Aronofsky’s epic film Noah, starring Russell Crowe (DeMartis 
even appeared in the film as a blacksmith). 


He’s done work for several well-heeled restaurants, including 
Eleven Madison Park in Manhattan, and 1770 House, CittaNuova, 
Rowdy Hall and Nick & Toni’s in East Hampton. DeMartis is also 
making items for world famous jeweler David Yurman’s boutiques. 


“That’s what separates me from other businesses and metal 
tradespeople,” DeMartis says, referring to his ability to tackle so 

many different styles of metalwork, be it artistic, hand-hammered 
traditional, or precise, machined fabrications. One recent set of 
decorative gates featuring expressive dog figures was created using a 
host of techniques and processes, including 3-D scanning and printing, 
casting, welding, sandblasting, forge work and more. 


Of course DeMartis can’t do it all by himself. More than 
15 years after opening, he now employs assistants for creation 
and administration. 


“I’m very much a team now,” he says. “It’s just how the business 
evolved,” DeMartis continues. “I never set out to be a small business 
owner—I just wanted to make things, but before you know it you have 
five employees and a nice client list.”

4. BREAKING POSITIONS 


When we think of negotiating, we think of what is called positional bargaining. For a simple example: the buyer offers 
$1,000,000 on a $1,150,000 listing and the seller counters at $1,100,000. Then the buyer goes to $1,025,000 and the seller 
counters at $1,075,000. Finally, the parties arrive at $1,050,000. To avoid this increase and decrease game, it’s important | 7 
to mirror and label your negotiating partner. Mirroring means to restate the main idea of the other side’s position to them, eaeeescuumnes 
inclusive of their justification for that position. Mirroring ensures that the other person knows that they are being heard. Often Me mms as 
when someone feels unheard, they dig deeper into their position and refuse to move from it, lashing out from being ignored. 
Labeling means to attach a term to the other party’s feelings. The purpose of labeling is to get to the root of the other party’s 
tactics in the negotiation. Often when a person hears a label of their position which they don’t like they try to change the label. 
Conversely, a label can be utilized of the only favorable part of a multi-factored position stated by your counterpart. In this sense, 
the label can draw the counterpart closer to the favorable factors and away from the unfavorable factors. Remember, how a label 

is characterized is as important as the label itself. Together, mirroring and labeling changes the conversation from a pure position - 
movement game to a discussion of the greater goals of the parties. Mutually beneficial outcomes can be achieved rather than 
having a winner and a loser at the end of the negotiation. 


- 5, INVISIBLE FACTORS 


Drawing out the invisible motivators is the key to negotiating. Often a party’s position is based on an odtside influence 
and until that influence is known and understood the negotiation is ineffective. A seller could be motivated to sell becaus 
they have a sick relative out of the area, a transfer at work, a new child or some other factor. Without knowing that factor, . 
a buyer will just throw money at the deal when money doesn’t solve the invisible motivator. In the illustration, perhaps a +

38th Annual Shelter Island 10K Running June 17 


BY KELLY LAFFEY 


hen the 38th Annual Shelter Island Run 
kicks off on June 17, “Boston” Bill Rodgers 
will be on the starting line, joining a band of 
legendary elite racers who have run the course. 

“The Shelter Island Run has a vacation feeling. 
There’s just something about races that are run 
by the water,” says Rodgers, who has lost track 
of the number of times he’s run Shelter Island, 
but estimates that it’s eight or nine. “What I 
love about [running] is what it does to you both 
mentally and physically. And then after the 
race, you celebrate.” 

Founded as a 10K, the Shelter Island Run 
now includes a 5K run/walk. The race starts at 
5:30 p.m.—“that’s unusual for a race,” says 
Rodgers, but it helps to ensure that weather 
conditions are cooler. Both courses begin and 
end near the Shelter Island School. The 10K takes 
racers around the center of the island, looping 
around Dering Harbor. For those accustomed 
to running on the East End’s mostly flat roads 
and fields, Shelter Island’s rolling hills offer a 
new challenge. The water views around every 
corner make the additional effort worth it.

Rodgers has been a road racer since 
1966, and he’s best known for winning four 
Boston Marathons and three New York City 
Marathons between 1976 and 1980. “For me, 
winning was more of an internal thing. You 
never know you're going to win [until you cross 
the finish line], and hopefully you’re able to put 
everything together on race day. It becomes 
about luck and perseverance,” he says. 

Now, Rodgers has become an ambassador for 
the sport. “A lot of new runners don’t always 
know what they’re doing, but my best advice 
for them is to give themselves a chance,” says 
Rodgers. “This is for you—your life and your 
soul.” Running is one of the few sports that’s 
truly open to everyone, and Rodgers enjoys 
encouraging people to take part. His most basic 
advice for newcomers: Go to a specialty running 
store and make sure that you’re running in the 
correct shoes. 

Rodgers was first drawn to the Shelter Island 
race by co-founder Cliff Clark, a Shelter Island 
local who was also a standout on the running 
circuit. Rodgers has become a cheerleader for 
encouraging people to join the race, and he 
recently recruited a couple from Connecticut 
to come down. 


With hundreds of road races under his 
belt, Rodgers ballparks that he has logged 
180,000 miles over his lifetime. At 69, his race 
goal is to win his age group. “Last year was 
the first time I accomplished that at Shelter 
Island,” he says. Otherwise, he just tries to 
keep fellow elite runner Joan Benoit Samuelson 
within eyesight, he jokes. 

Samuelson won gold in the marathon at the 
1980 Los Angeles Olympics, the first Olympics 
that offered a marathon for women. She’s 
consistently run Shelter Island, as has fellow 
Olympian Meb Keflezighi, who will not toe the 
line this year; but Amby Burfoot, an elite runner 
and former editor of Runner’s World, will race on 
June 17. Rodgers and Burfoot were roommates 


at Wesleyan, and Rodgers credits Burfoot with 
teaching him how to run a marathon. 

Proceeds from the Shelter Island race will 
benefit the Shelter Island 10K Community Fund 
and various other charities, including East 
End Hospice and The Timothy Hill Children’s 
Ranch. New this year, the Shelter Island 10K has 
joined the NYPD Memorial 5K, which was held 
on May 21, and the Great Cow Harbor 10K, held 
on September 16, to form the 2017 Grand Prix 
Series. The series will offer prizes to the overall 
winners in all three races. 4@.

donation.” The donating got off on the right foot 
with a hitherto anonymous donation from another 
local artist, Eric Fischl. Billy Joel’s $500,000 donation 
bought him naming rights for the Popcorn Stand. 
Other naming rights for different amounts are also 
available—along with stylish hats and T-shirts with 


the Sag Harbor Cinema logo—on the Partnership’s 


website (sagharborpartnership.org), where you can 
also donate any amount. A $3 million donation buys 
you the naming rights to the Main Screen. 

“It’s not just about saving the Cinema,” Gornik 
says. “Main Street would be forever changed if a 
luxury brand comes in and swoops up that big piece 
of Main Street frontage. It’s big stakes.” Lucky for 
Sag Harbor, then, that local businesses are stepping 
up in big ways. According to Gornik, “Restaurants, 
businesses, and other great not-for-profits have 
come forward to offer events [and] ask how they can 
help.” Jesse Matsuoka at Sen, for instance, is hosting 
a Sushi & Sake for the Cinema lunchtime event on 
June 25 that’s open to the public. “Real estate agents 
have been wonderful in connecting us to interested 
potential donors,” she says. Even the summer crowd 
is stepping up: “Our bedrock is the year-round 
community, but the summer crowd is bringing a 
great upsurge of encouragement and help.” 

A 10-foot high fence recently went up along the 
sidewalk, separating it from the empty lot where the 
cinema stood. Prominent on the fence is a cross- 
section rendering of what the SHCAC will look like 
once completed. If you haven’t seen the renderings 
yet, picture this: Plans include the preservation 
of the large, historic “curved scope” screen in 
the main theater, which will have approximately 
250 seats. A second, 150-seat theater will be added on 
the ground floor; as will a smaller, 30-seat screening 
room, doubling as a classroom, on a second floor. 
East Hampton’s Elizabeth Dow, fabric historian and 
interior designer of the Obama White House, has 
offered to furnish all fabric for the theater’s new 
seating. A locally owned and sourced café will be 
added. The Art Deco facade will be replaced and the 
iconic blue and red neon “Sag Harbor” sign, which 
has been kept at Twin Forks Storage, will be repaired 
by sculptor and metalsmith John Battle, whose 
workshop is in Bridgehampton. Award-winning 
architect Allen Kopelson, of NK Architects, has 
designed all of this pro bono. If you’re more of a visual 
person, check out the plans on the Partnership’s 
website, where, again, you can donate to help save 
the cinema, and by extension, Sag Harbor’s unique 
place in an increasingly commercialized world. 

“At the end of the year, when we close,” Gornik 
says, “my fantasy is that a cheer will go up here that 
you'll be able to hear in Manhattan.” a

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Smithereens Rock Suffolk Theater June 24!

hink of the Smithereens as time travelers. They 

played their first official gig as the Smithereens 
in March of 1980—over 37 years ago—and now 
they’re landing at the Suffolk Theater in Riverhead 
on June 24, bringing their signature ’80s-style power 
pop. Listen to their songs like “A Girl Like You,” 
with its combination of heavy riffs and killer pop 
hooks; or “Only a Memory,” with its Beatle-esque 
jangly opening married to a mournful-yet-catchy 
melody, and you understand the Smithereens’ 
enduring appeal. 

According to the band’s drummer (and defacto 
historian) Dennis Diken, the band’s pop sensibility 
can be traced back to their common experience 
growing up in northern New Jersey in the ’70s, 
listening to the great New York rock stations of the 


era. “I remember listening the day that WABC-FM 
became WPLJ, sometime in 1971,” says Diken. 
“Those progressive radio stations were a shared 
experience for all of us in the band.” These 
“totally freeform stations’—WPLJ and WNEW 
were the powerhouses of the genre—played a 
startling variety of music. Amidst this richness 
Diken remembers hearing songs by Bessie Smith 
and Robert Johnson, along with album cuts from 
the Doors and music by power pop pioneers 
like Stackridge. “[WNEW’s] Scott Muni had a 
great show called ‘Things From England’ where 
he would play all of the newest releases from 
England,” Diken recalls—this would have been 
an invaluable resource in a time when British 
music wasn’t always available in the States. 

Starting in the mid-80s, the Smithereens Blow your mind to “smithereens” 
began to make their own mark on the airwaves

after their single “Blood and Roses,” off their first 


album Especially For You, was featured in the film 
Dangerously Close, which prompted MTV to run 
their video for the song in moderate rotation. 
But it was with “A Girl Like You,” off of their 
1989 album titled //, that the Smithereens found 
their greatest success. The song, originally written 
by the band’s singer Pat DiNizio for the John Cusack 
film Say Anything (although it was not used in the 
film), peaked at number 38 on the Billboard chart. It 
remains the band’s best-known tune. 

In the years since, the Smithereens have kept 
busy, touring frequently and continuing to record. 
Their reverence for tightly constructed pop songs 
and solidly crafted albums has been expressed in 
two separate tribute recordings. 2007's Meet The 
Smithereens! features the band playing the Beatles’ 
1964 U.S. debut album Meet The Beatles from start to 
finish, while 2009’s The Smithereens Play Tommy is 
covers of many of the songs from the Who’s classic 
1969 album Tommy.

“Tommy was a seminal record for Jimmy and 
me,” says Diken, referring to the band’s guitarist 
Jim Babjak, with whom Diken started jamming in 
1973. “It blew all of our minds when it came out—so 
much musical adventure, along with some really 
well-crafted pop songs, and so well rendered.” When 
Diken and Babjak first started playing together as 
freshmen in high school, they were playing songs 
from Tommy. » 

Even with all of their reverence for rock’s glorious 
past, the band continues to work for the future. 
Diken notes that, while rock may not dominate the 
airwaves like it did during the band’s early years, 
there’s still a lot of interest in the sound. “I listen 
to WFMU (the Jersey City-based freeform radio 
station) and I hear a lot of good music being made 
that’s not on the mainstream radio.” The bands he 
hears, though in some ways “underground” in the 
sense that they don’t appear on the pop charts, 
are nonetheless getting heard. “Tame Impala (an 
Australian neo-psychedelic band) sold out Madison 
Square Garden!” 

In that spirit, the Smithereens plan to head back 
into the studio this year—they are currently working 
on material for a new album. Until that comes out, 
you can hear them at the nearby Suffolk Theater. ga

is electric and the dancing is magical to watch. 

The show has no dialogue—everything being 
communicated through song and dance. In the 
playbill, a quote from dancer J. Morgan White caught 
my eye: “To see us dance is to hear our hearts sing.”

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How to Avoid Dehydration in the Garden

Last week, the summer heat 
really invaded the East End. 
I hate summer heat. Always 
have. Not good for the 
gardener, as they say. 

To cope with it, I keep a 
drink in the truck that has 
electrolytes, a towel in my 
back pocket to wipe my brow 
and ultimately, I just try to 
yield to it. 

But I don’t drink enough during the day because 
I get caught up in the work. When I get home, then 
I drink and drink, but this is not the proper way to 
deal with heat. Dehydration can sneak up on you, 
especially when working outside all day. 

Our bodies are two-thirds water, and we need it 
for most bodily functions. Dehydration happens 
when we lose more water than we take in. This 
causes an imbalance between salts and sugars and 
affects not only our chemistry and our comfort, but, 
if left untended, can devolve into life-threatening 
heat or sunstroke. The common symptoms of 
dehydration are thirst and sweating too much. If 
you ignore these mild symptoms and carry on, you 
might experience worse ones: dry, sticky mouth, 
tiredness, dry skin, headache, dizziness, irritability 
and confusion. I’m glad I looked into this because 
I though my dry skin was caused by the sun, my 
summer tiredness caused by all that work, that

dizziness experienced once in a while was normal, 
and I’m definitely not irritated or confused, no matter 
what my coworkers might suggest! 

All those symptoms are signals that you need to 
drink. It’s best to drink continuously throughout 
the day. I do try, but it means trips to the truck 
or carrying a water bottle with me as well as 
all the tools | need for the task at hand. Cool or 
room temperature liquid is best, as are liquids 
with electrolytes, seltzer and cool herbal tea. Eat 
fruit for snacks (as fruit contains water). Avoid: 
caffeine and drinks with sugar. 

If you, or anyone you’re working’ with, 
get feverish, very weak, becomes confused 
and/or loses consciousness, begin to cool them off 
in whatever way you can, give them water to drink 
and get them to a doctor at one of the walk-in 
centers or the hospital. _ 

Now that I have more facts about dehydration, 
I'm going to make a real attempt to drink more 
during the day and maybe even tote a water bottle 
around the gardens. It might be inconvenient, but 
dehydration happens quickly in this heat and is even 
more inconvenient. 

We get dehydrated, but guess what? So do plants 
in the garden and in pots. 

These symptoms are easier to see. Plants wilt 
and die if left untended. It’s difficult for them to 
recover from a full tilt, so water them at the first 
sign of droop. Shrubs can also suffer from the heat. 
Any plants planted at this time must have regular 
attention. For those with irrigation systems, an

adjustment in relation to heat may be needed. A 
good mulch will help preserve water in the soil. I like 
a light-weight mulch, and there are some good ones 


-at the garden centers. If you don’t have an irrigation 


system, get out those sprinklers. 

When planning your garden or adding to it, 
consider drought tolerant plants. A drought tolerant 
garden can be beautiful, easy to care for and help you 
save on the water bill. Some internet research about 
drought tolerant plants is well worth the effort. And, 
if one were to be very organized, a list of appropriate 
plants could be taken on shopping trips. g&

Drinking a crisp, slightly sweet Napa Valley 
Chardonnay and watching the sun set on a spring 
evening was relaxing and rejuvenating, and'I was 
anticipating the meal to come. The breadbasket 
course of buttery, garlicky rolls was delicious. The 
large, succulent shrimp in my cocktail were fresh 
and perfectly cooked. The crab cakes were divine, 
nicely seared on each side and served with a bright 
mango salsa. Loaded with savory crab, with freshly 
squeezed lemon juice drizzled on top—perfection. 

The real star of the appetizer round was a View 
favorite, the Crispy Thai Calamari. When I say I 
love fried calamari, | mean it, and this version is 
undoubtedly in my top three calamari appetizers of 
all time, because it ramps this appetizer up in a huge 
way. View’s calamari are fried in a light batter until 
perfectly crunchy and tossed in a sweet Thai chili 
glaze, decorated with peanuts, cilantro and lime.
